However that may 
be, there is no agreement before the house at 
present, and terms and conditions can only be 
discussed in the language of abstraction and on 
a basis of perhaps. There is not much profit in 
that. All the taxpayer can do at the moment 
is decide which of the mayoral and aldermanic 
candidates he prefers to have act for him in 
respect to any new agreement as in al] other 
matters which may arise during the year. 

The essential issue of the election is that of 
tax reduction, and it is on this the elector would 
do well to centre his attention. Reduction is 
needed at this time not only because it would 
coax more tax-money ‘to the city treasury, but 
because in so doing it would keep taxpayers on 
the roll as taxpayers for future years. And 
there isn’t any other way to do thet. Property- 
owners will not and cannot go on paying fifty- 
five mills iitely. Property is not worth it. 
Either the tax rate comes down, or taxpayers 
will grow scarcer—and the burden heavier upon 
those who remain. 

A fifty mill tex rate is what the fore-signted 
voter shofild vote for, selecting his candidates 
accordingly.

It will be a valuable collection long 
after the descendants of the red men have dis- 
appeared from this continent. But which of 
us, not being artists of Academy rank, thought 
to collect a complete series of “Deadwood 
Dick.” We suffered many a hiding and endured 
many a threat for the privilege of devouring 
the exploits of our hero in an outhouse or 
behind a barn, little recking that our children 
would pay to see the same things re-enacted

Better Health Habits 
Add Pleasing Pounds 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 
In yesterday's article, I discussed some of 
the problems of those who are thin and ex- 
plained that I have found it advisable for the 
patient who Wishes to gain, to get thinner first. 
This is accomplished through the fast, which 


brings about the elimination of toxins. It is not 
necessary to fast the thin pa- 
tient for very long and as far 
as ultimate good is concerned, 
the loss of five pounds in a 
thin person will be equal to 
‘at least a twenty pound loss 
in the person who is over- 
weight. 

The fruit fast in some 
form generally is the best to 
use and when the fruit fast 
is taken to bring about this 
loss of weight, the patient 
will notice a remarkable improvement after- 
ward, due to the fact that the body has been 
freed from the encumbrance of toxic material. 
The liver and gall bladder will function more 
normally and the digestion will improve. 

Many thin people make themselves thinner 
by trying to gain jveight through stuffing. 
Advising the thin person to put on more weight 
by eating more food does not work out in actual 
practice. The stuffing process may bring about 
a temporary gain, but this gain is then Jost. 
I have found the short fruit fast a better method 
than the stuffing method and at the conclusion 
of the fast, the patient is then to use a reason- 
able amount of food, chosen in such a way 
that the meals are well balanced. 

It is also advisable for the patients who 
wish to add a few needed pounds to slow down 
their mental gymnastics—worry, anxiety, and 
other destructive emotions—and to increase the 
amount of physical exercise secured. With the 
exercising, they should learn to breathe better. 
If they will learn to breathe to better advan- 
tage during the time that the exercises are 
being taken, they will notice an improvement 
in their general health, and at»the same time, 
the chest will have a more attractive appear- 
ance. 

It is important that the thin person bear in 
mind that exercise is good only when taken to 
the point where he is just beginning to be tired. 
Over-fatigue will undo all the good that the 
exercise will bring. These patients must learn 
to alternate exercise and rest periods, regard- 
ing one as the balance to the other, if they wish 
to gain. 

It is imperative that they form the habit of 
securing adequate sleep Sleep is necessary to 
improve the digestive and eliminative pro- 
cesses. Especially during the first stage of the 
gaining period, it is necessary to obtain enough 
sleep every night. Very often, these patients 
like to stay up and beceuse of their dislike of 
going to bed, they may keep themselves thin. 
To gain in weight, remember that sleep is of 
benefit. 

No single standard may be used to judge 
whether you are at a weight normal for you, as 
an individua]. The best weight for you, is the 
weight at which you feel best. Perhaps the 
knowledge that the average thin patient lives 
longer than the average fat patient may help 
to console you when you find you are slightly 
under the average weight charts. 

These rules which 1] have outlined are the 
result of many years of observing the effects of 
certain habits upon human beings. Make it a 
rule to change the bad habits that are keeping 
you thin, into those good habits of living which 
will bring about a normal development for your 
type. If you will persist in observing these 
habits which are wholescme, you will be 
agreeably surprised to find your health and 
endurance improving in every way.

QUESTION—D. and N ask: “We read your 
column regularly and find it very interesting. 
We do not understand how the body cures dis- 
ease; do you believe that the body has the 
power to cure itself of the social disease, cancer, 
and tuberculosis?” 

ANSWER—I am pleased to know that you 
find my articles of value. In the treatment of 
tuberculosis, I find that the best method is to 
have the patient adopt these good habits of 
living which enable the curative forces to come 
into play. In the treatment of the infectious 
socia] diseases, it is necessary to use antiseptics 
or injections in addition to placing the patient 
on a better dietetic regimen. Cancer is in itself 
a serious disorder and most methods of treat- 
ment employed do not cause a spontaneous 
“cure.” It is possible to give the patient relief 
s0 that the pain is not so severe, or it is pos- 
sible to remove the cancerous tissue by surgery, 
but in an advanced case of cancer, no positive 
hope for recovery may be held out to the 
patient. Certainly, the normal body has the 
power to overcome mild attacks of tuberculosis 


and it is said that examination of the lungs 
would show that every one living in cities has 
at some time undergone a mild tubercular 


infection which the body was able to overcome 
in such a way that the patient did not realize 
thet tubercular ectivity was taking place. The 
curative power of the body is most marked in 
the acute diseases but it may also be enlisted 
in overcoming many of the chronic disorders 
In the majority of instances, nature and nature 
alone does the healing and the treatment we use 
may either help or hinder that healing process.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 

On this date in 1776 part of 
Nova Scotia was the theatre of a 
little known “war,” and siege. 
One Jonathan Eddy, who was a 
member of the House of Assem- 
bly (ike Joseph Wilcocks of the 
Upper Canada Assembly in 1812) 
turned traitor, went to Maine 
and, aided by one John Allan, 
who had a_ grievance, a Scot, 
organized a force to compel loyal 
Nova Scotia to join the rebels. 
Eventually that “army” sailed to 
the Petitcodiac river, whence it 
marched overland to Fort Cum- 
berland at Chignecto (the old 
Fort Beausejour, which had been 


captured by the British under 
Monckton in 1755), Eddy had 
hoped to take Cumberland by 


surprise but Halifax had its spies 
in Maine and, as a result, sent a 
force of 100 regulars under Col. 
Joseph Gorham to Chignecto. It 
was only 24 hours ahvad of Eddy, 
but had sufficient time to pre- 
pare. On November 10 Eddy sent 
a messenger demanding the sur- 
render of the fort. The reply was 
“Get to Hades out of here or 
we'll send you there,” a nervy 
reply since the garrison was

largely outnumbered and Edcy 
had some artillery. 

Two quiet days passed, Then on 
the night of November 12, Eddy 
made a surprise attack, but it was 
repulsed with loss on each side. 
Another demand for surrender 
met the same reply as the first. 
There was another delay, another 
attack by the Eddy “army” and 
near defeat. Just when things 
looked darkest, the supply of 
ammunition running low, Gorham 
received word from a runner that 
relief was coming. A few hours 
later came reinforcements of 400 
men and supplies. Then Gor- 
ham attacked the Eddy camp, 
scattered the enemy in all direc- 
tions, killing hot a few, but he 
failed to capture Eddy, who was 
a better runner than Gorham or 
any of his men, and got across 
the border into Maine. The 
“Eddy rebellion” was at an end 
and so was the attempt to force 
Nova Scotia to join the revolting 
colonies.. One sequel to this little 


“war” was that the “Yorkshire 
settlers’ in Nova Scotia who 
aided Gorham, received land 


grants in what became Westmor- 
land county, New Brunswick.

RELATIONSHIP 

Editor Bulletin: Every time 
the junior men on the trams have 
brought up the question of the 
rotation of night and day work, 
both couneci] and the commis- 
sioners have “passed the buck.” 
Miss Crang and the mayor, both 
law trained, are the only ones 
on that council who understood 
the differences between the 
parties, and they were in favor 
of some concession to the junior 
men; this is why. 

Heretofore the American Trade 
Unior, to which all the men be- 
longed, (through their business 
agent) drew up and signed with 
the city the wages and conditions 
of labor and services. Under that 
agreement rights and duties were 
created These rights and obliga- 
tions sprang from the agreement 
only, and whenever there was a 
default, or any attempt to vary 
the terms, the men pointed to the 
strict terms of their agreement. 

Then came a split in their 
ranks, for some changes. The 
senior men refused to make any 
concession—like Shylock in the 


“Merchant of Venice” they 
“craved the penalty of their 
bond" — and demanded their 


rights. By the strict common law 
the agreement gives the senior 
men certain rights. But it is not 
under the harsh common law 
rules all the men are employed; 
not what a man had undertaken, 
or what he had done, but what he 
was, or is Then who is he, or 
what was he, may be asked; the 
answer is: Servant. 


This now raises what @l] men 


ave subject to—the law of Rela- 
tion. Master and Servant are the 
rules that should govern, not the 
terms of an instrument, for it is 
around the idea of Relation that 
public law is buiit-ruler and 
ruled, man and wife, parent and 
child, master and servant and a 
host of other relations from 
which spring rights and obliga- 
tions apart from common law 
contracts or agreements. All are 
subject and governed by Rela- 
tion, but all are not subject or 
governed by agreement 

The master has rights; the ser-

vant has rights. They both have 
obligations, and only from the 


| relation between them does these 


rights and _ obligations exist. 
Whenever the existence of one or 
other of that relation puts one in 
the class mentioned, the rights 


| and obligations exist accordingly. 


The minority of these men 
claim their rights under an agree- 
ment; the majority claim their 
rights as the result of the rela- 


| tion existing between master and 


| servant—which 


are in effect 
equal rights for all. 

If you think the relation of 
king and subject; man and wife, 
master and servant, ruler and 
ruled, landlord and _ tenant, 


mortgagor and mortgagee, parent 


and child and a host of other 
ideas of the law of relation is 
{ more binding than the cold, 


harsh, merciless rules of the strict 
common law of contract, ideas 
held by the senior men, then vote 
for Mayor Clarke and those who 
believe in the principles and 
rules of equity and justice. 

The question of seniority no- 
where else compels one man to 
work nights continually, nor 
gives others the privilege of con- 
stant day work, except in Ed- 
monton street railway depart- 
ment.

Woman War 
Writer Visits 
Italian Front 


| By EDITH DE BONNEUIL 

ASMARA, Eritrea, Nov, 12—-1 
have finally returned to the orig- 
inal Italian army headquarters 
here after inspecting Italy's farth- 
est outposts in the north. No other 
white woman during the war to 
date has penetrated so far. 

Part of the time I was the per- 
sonal guest of Marshal Pietro Bad- 
oglio, chief of Premier Mussolini's 
general staff, who came here to 
supervise preparations for the big 
push on Makale and who since has 
returned to Italy 


AWAITS ATTACK 


At one moment I stood with a 
patrol of native Askaris in dark- 
ness on a high mountain plateau 


Geep within enemy territory, await. 
ing a possible frontal attack from 
thousands of Ethiopian warriors 
believed hidden the fastness 
aheed of us. 

I had the thrill of dining in the 
open with the marshal, five gen- 
erals of the northern army general 
staff, and Alessandro Lessona, 
Italy’s under-secretary for colonies. 

On desolate Mount Rayo I wit- 
nessed the advance of Italy's sing- 
ing volunteer Blackshirts trom the 
eights of Entiscio into the heart 
of northern Ethiopia 


ARMIES IN CAMP 

It was a strange and fantastic 
bivouac that I witnessed as dark- 
ness fell The wild mountain 
gorges were dotted with white tents 
and campfires began to spring up 
eas though by magic 

The high red hats of the Askaris 
bobbed up and down in the riot of 
natural -colors which formed the 
background for native, Blackshirt 
and regular army uniforms. 
| In the chilly darkness, after an 
|ample dinner, I went with Gen 
Lessona and several officers on an 
inspection tour which ended at the 
farthest outpost of the advancing 
army. The camp wes far behind 
us. Here was only the silence of 
deserted places and a patrol of 
grim-faced Askaris, on the alert for 
the slightest sign of an attack.
